History of the Tournament

Sixteen of the state’s outstanding high school 
basketball teams are gathered here this week for 
the 17th annual championship competition; for 
a tournament that annually marks the official 
end of another season of the maple court sport. 


From the north, the east, the south and the 
west the preppers have come, ready to fight it 
out for the coveted state crown now worn by 
the Fishermen from Astoria high. 


As usual, pre-tournament prognosticators 
have set up certain teams as “the ones to beat.” 
This year the two Portland entries, Franklin and 
Benson, along with Salem, the host team; the 
defending titlist, Astoria, and Ashland, Tilla- 
mook and Corvallis are listed in that category. 


However, many of these favorites were drawn 
against each other in the first round of games, 
definitely eliminating at least four contenders 
before the end of the first day’s play. How 
much longer many others will stay in the run- 
ning for the title, or what other quintets have a 
better chance to win the championship, only the 
tournament can decide. 


The history of Oregon’s state championship 
play-offs is brief, yet packed with stories of 
good sportsmanship, great players and great 
games. In this respect the 17th annual tourn- 
ament should be no disappointment. 


The state tournament was first inaugurated 
by Willamette’s coach, R. L. Mathews, in 1917. 
At that time only the winners from the Will- 
amette Valley sections and Southern Oregon 
were invited, however, and Roseburg high claim- 
ed the championship after a two-day play-off. 


The years 1918 and 1919 saw the same type 
of tournaments played, and strong Salem high 
school quintets walked off with first place both 
years. 


The following year brought the first official 
all-state championship play-off, and 12 teams 
were entered in the tourney. Once more Salem’s 
team came through in the pinch to win the title. 


Franklin high became the first Portland quin- 
tet ever to win astate title, by winning the 1921 


competition, but that year almost proved dis- 
asterous to the state association’s title tourney, 
for Portland teams withdrew at the end of the 
season from the big Oregon State conference, to 
form their own organization in the Rose City. 


For three years, 1922, 1923 and 1924, Port- 
land’s high schools were not represented at the 
tournament, and in those years Ashland, Uni- 
versity high of Eugene and Medford, respective- 
ly, were victorious in the final championship 
tilt. 


Nineteen twenty-five was a banner year for 
the state tournament, for the Portland organiza- 
tion joined the state association, and its cham- 
pion team, once more Franklin, was allowed to 
enter the title tournament. 


For four more years the tournament officials 
were satisfied to continue the final play-offs 
between the state’s ten best quintets. But in 
1930, answering to ever-increasing demands of 
smaller high schools that they be given a fair 
chance at the state title, state high school associ- 
ation officials divided the state into districts, 
making it possible for 12 teams to compete in 
the 1930 tournament, which was won by As- 
toria for the first time in that school’s history. 


The arrangement was still not satisfactory, 
however, and in 1932 the state districting sys- 
tem was completely revised. That year 16 prep 
quintets fought it out for the title. Except for 
minor modifications and changes, the districts 
are the same for this year’s tournament as they 
were in 1932. 


The sixteen districts of the state are divided 
into 12 “A” and 4 “B” groups. Smaller schools 
compete in the latter divisions for a chance to 
enter the state tournament. In almost every 
case, each district’s representative is decided by 
sub-district and then district tournaments. 


Exceptions to this rule are the Portland en- 
tries, who are the first and second ranking teams 
of the city; Salem high, annually host to the 
other schools, and this year, Corvallis, which 
claimed the tourney entry by taking a clear-cut 
championship in its district conference through- 
out the regular season.

STATE at HIGH 
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Tournament Talk 


The “daddy” of all state tournament teams is 
Astoria high. The fighting Fishermen, state 
champions of 1934 and 1935, have competed in 
14 of the 16 play-offs held so far, and have not 
missed a tournament in the last 11 years. Only 
one other school, Salem high, the host, has a 
better record. 

Closest championship games in the history of 
the tourney were the first ever held, in 1920, 
when Salem nosed out Lincoln high of Portland, 
12 to 11, and in 1923, when University high of 
Eugene beat out Astoria in the title final, 28 
to 25. 

Lincoln high of Portland holds the honor of 
having rung up the two highest scores in one 
tournament. In 1920 the Railsplitter team that 
was nosed out in the title final trounced Rainier, 
§2 to 16, and the next day drubbed Albany, 
2 O.tor lit 

It will be “homecoming” for little Chappie 
King, coach of Portland’s B entry, Franklin high. 
The fiery hoop mentor will return to the Will- 
mette gym in an official capacity this year for 
the second time since he won all state honors in 
1921. His 1934 Quakers, Portland A entry, 
finished in third place. 

Two of the greatest basketball players in 
northwest hoop history have performed for tour- 
nament fans. Ed Lewis, who won All-American 
honors as center at Oregon State, was all-state 
pivot man for Washington high of Portland in 
1928 and 1929. Wally Palmberg, who set a 
new northwest conference scoring record at 
Oregon State, won all-state honors as a member 
of Astoria’s 1931 and 1932 teams. 

Bill Morgan, the big All-American University 
of Oregon football tackle, and now a profession- 
al grid star, was Medford’s all-state guard in 
1928 and 1929. 

Only two players in tournament history, Jean 
Eberhart of Eugene high and Glen Sanford of 
Salem, have ever won three all-state berths. San- 
ford is the only player to place on an all-state 
team three years in succession, winning the hon- 
or in 1930, 1931 and 1932. Eberhart, now coach 
at Southern Oregon Normal, made the all-star 
selections in 1924, 1926 and 1927. 

Others who have been here more than three 
times include Tillamook 7, Pendleton and La 
Grande 6, McMinnville and Baker 5, Klamath 
Falls, and Lincoln and Benson, both of Port- 


land, 4. 


Eugene high rates next to Astoria as the team 
which has come the most times to a state tour- 
nament, having made the Salem trip ten of the 
16 years. Medford and The Dalles have been 
seen in action in nine different years, and Ash- 
land and Marshfield on eight occasions. 

The 1936 tournament marks the first time 
since 1924, a span of 12 years, that Bend high 
school has been represented in the champion- 
ship play-offs. For Myrtle Creek, coached by 
Tom Ireland, the ex-Oregon Stater, it is the 
initial title chance. 

Washington high’s all-state forward in 1928, 
Dolph, at the end of his college career, became 
one of the northwest’s outstanding golfers, and 
still holds that distinction. 

In addition to Eberhart, three other former 
all-state players seen at the tournament, are 
coaching college teams today. They are Amory 
Gill, Salem, at Oregon State; his brother, Eugene 
Gill, also a Salem man of 1920, at the University 
of Hawaii; and Howard Hobson, all-state 
Franklin forward in 1921, at the University of 
Oregon. 

Gordon Ridings, University high of Eugene, 
1923, is mentor at an eastern normal school, 
while Scott Milligan, Eugene 1924, directs 
hoopers at the Lower Columbia Junior college 
at Longview, Washington. 

Four other ex-all-state men have high school 
coaching jobs at present. They are Dave Wright, 
Lincoln forward of 1920, now mentor at his 
alma mater; Fred Kramer, Pendleton, 1922, at 
Eugene high school; Hump Agee, McMinnville 
all-star of 1924, at North Powder high, and 
“Skeet” O’Connell, Commerce, 1930, and later 
an Oregon State college court star, at Wood- 
burn. 

Melvin, Medford forward, barely missed 
equalling the mark of three all-state places set 
by Sanford and Eberhart. Melvin was selected 
first-string all-state in ’28 and ’29 and second 
string in ’27. 

Ted Sarpola, Astoria forward, has won all- 
state honors in 1934 and 1935, and is compet- 
ing in the tournament again this year. 

Three brother combinations have scored all- 
state “doubles” victories. E. and A. Gill, of 
Salem, rated this singular honor in 1920, as did 
F. and W. Kramer of Pendleton, in 1922, and 
J. and R. Drager, of Salem, in 1926.
